CONCERNING A DEPARTMENT AT 
SWARTHMORE COLLEGE FOR 
TRAINING TEACHERS. 

BY ELIZABETH POWELL BOND. 

Growth is expected of every vital organization. 

When it is discovered that a college student is 
standing still in the matter of intellectual devel- 
opment, eithér from lack of purpose or from phys- 
ical or mental feebleness, the Faculty take alarm 
at his condition, and if it prove to be hopeless, 
that sad sentence has to be pronounced, “not ful- 
filling the purpose of residence here’; and he is 
removed from College—lopped off as the drooping 
branch of an apple tree would be. 

His College is subject to the same requirement 
of growth, as the student. To be easy in our minds 
about it, and proud of its being, we have to be 


satisfied that it is making growth. This does 
not mean necessarily that it is making sensa- 
tional increase in numbers, or that it is estab- 
lishing new departments, to reach out toward 
the stature of the University. It is more to be 
desired that its roots are going deeper and deeper 
to make it more secure from drouth and impov- 
erishment of soil, that its methods are those of 
the “intensive farmer’’—concentration—making 
every stroke of effort count for the most possible. 

The College most in our thought and nearest 
our hearts is Swarthmore. The details of its 
past vitality and growth need not be dwelt upon. 
It is recognized as a vital, growing college. 

I think it may be said the Engineering Build- 
ing, the Hall of Chemistry, and Science Hall are 
fair signs of vitality in the College. The Engi- 
neering Building is the latest expression of this 
vitality—a building of three stories in height, 112 
feet in length and 50 feet wide. The Hall of Phys- 
ics and Engineering has all its departments well 
equipped, with the promise of new apparatus and 
machinery as occasion demands. 

In the Hall of Chemistry “the laboratories are 
splendidly equipped with all the necessary mod- 
ern apparatus,” and give “every advantage to 
thorough and modern instruction in this depart- 
ment.” This vitality has doubtless been quick- 
ened by “the extensive demand made on the part 
of various industries for men trained both in En- 
gineering and Chemistry.” It is also necessary 
that a man “supplement a technical course by 
experience with practice and contact with real en- 
gineering work before he can attain his power 
as an engineer.” To meet this need, it is ar- 
ranged that the young men of the engineering 
department may study the important manufactur- 
ing centers in the vicinity of Philadelphia. ‘The 
extensive improvements on the great railway 
systems entering Philadelphia will, for the next 
few years, afford exceptional opportunity for 
studying modern engineering practice on a large 
scale.” One other point. ‘‘The success of an en- 
gineer has come more and more to depend upon 
his ability to meet men of education and culture 
on equal terms; hence, courses in liberal arts are 
carried throughout the four years, in the belief 
that the student will ultimately gain thereby.” 
The statement concerning the work of this de- 
partment occupies fifteen pages of the last Col- 
lege Bulletin. 
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I feel sure that you must be glad in your hearts 
at this statement of the provision made for the 
very best welfare of the young men—some of 
them your sons, I hope, who are looking forward 
to the unlimited demands of the engineering pro- 
fession, for their life work. In the last ten years 
66 of our graduates have made engineering their 
profession (and I might add in passing that 15 
young men have become teachers for longer or 
shorter periods). It is quite reasonable to ex- 
pect that in the next ten years fully 66 more will 
avail themselves of the very complete and valu- 
able training which Swarthmore has ready for 
them. Thus far, this recital has been in the in- 
terest of your sons. 

Now, what is to be said for the daughters? It 
has chanced rather singularly that the records 
of the last ten years, showing 66 graduated en- 
gineers, shows also 66 young women reported 
as teachers. It is quite reasonable to expect that 
another ten years will find as many as 66 choos- 
ing teaching for their work. What has Swarth- 
more to promise these 66 young women—some 
of them your daughters, it is to be hoped. The 
latest Bulletin is our available source of informa- 
tion. We give thanks for every opportunity prom- 
The world 
travels on railroads and in steamships and auto- 
mobiles, and more and more lives in dwellings 
that reach toward the sky—surely there is need 
for men who make the best screws and rivets, 
and know electricity and the principles of con- 
struction. Not until the last year of the last 
decade has there been any organized effort for 
training the young women who wish to take up 
teaching for their work. The “Captains of In- 
dustry” seek for our trained engineers, and the 
College has a new instalment ready each year. 
The School Committees of our Religious Society 
and of the Public Schools ask for trained teach- 
ers among our young women graduating, and the 
College cannot meet this demand. The vitality 
of the College has thus a new stimulus, and feels 
itself alive at every pore for this new activity. 
But the last Bulletin which has 15 pages of prom- 
ise for the engineers (and we would still rejoice 
if there were 30 pages), can offer only 2 pages 
of promised training for the teachers! The Col- 
lege knows, as you know, that the world is de- 
manding the best knowledge that can be gained, 
in its teachers, of all the subjects offered in its 
courses. And these teachers are required to have 
not only knowledge but wisdom as well. Even 
these women must know a great deal about Chem- 
istry and Physics, we will say’ (remember that 
in our teaching-field they are 66 to 15) for they 
have to lay the foundations for the making of 


ised the young men in engineering. 
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these safe and skilful engineers! (If I were the 
Captain of Education, I would have the founda- 
tions laid by the most knowing, most wise and 
most paid teachers of the Profession!) They 
must know the languages, and History, and 
Science; it is more and more demanded that they 
know the History of Education, and its Aim and 
Nature; that they know Methods of Teaching 
and School Management; and that they know 
that rapidly-developing science, Psychology. Prof. 
Muensterberg, of Harvard, has been accredited 
with saying recently, “Teachers may use it in 
learning just how the pupil can absorb the best 
knowledge. * * * (Experiments can show 
with certainty just what material a child can ab- 
sorb and just how the lessons ought to be mixed. 

* * Ten years from now laboratories of ap- 
plied Psychology will be a necessity in all the 
universities.” Thus the field of the teacher is 
broadening not less than the field of the engineer. 
Not a word have I said of that other great re- 
quirement of the teacher—that the child, the 
youth entrusted to her care should find in her 
teaching, and most of all in her personality, that 
which draws out the very best in him, and estab- 
lishes him in character like the house founded 
upon a rock. 

You remember that in engineering it is not 
enough to learn what the books teach about en- 
gineering—our Bulletin says, “This must be sup- 
plemented by practice and contact with real engi- 
neering work before he can attain his power as 
an engineer.” This is not less true for the teach- 
er, certainly—it is not enough for her to know 
what the books teach about teaching—it must be 
supplemented by practice and contact with real, 
human souls before she can attain power as a 
teacher. 

Why do we not find in the Swarthmore Bulletin 
fifteen pages of promise for the 66 probable teach- 
ers as for the 66 probable engineers? This sub- 
ject has reached the stage of being a question 
of finances. No College can be a money-making 
institution, any more than the Church can be 
this. It is the office of the College to use the 
money of its friends. If it is fulfilling its pur- 
pose worthily—keeping up with the developments 
of Science and fostering in its students a knowl- 
edge of the things that endure—then it can be 
trusted with the expenditure of the money of its 
friends. The greater the usefulness of the col- 
lege the more need will there be for this money. 
And there is one thought that it is well worth 
while for the friends of the College to consider 
in a personal way. A College is built for perma- 
nence—“not for a day but for all time.” The 
money that represents the years of toil of the 
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farmer, or the merchant, or the manufacturer 
or the professional man—such precious money as 
this, entrusted to the uses of a College, perpetu- 
ates as no other investment can, the individual- 
ity of the man who has earned it. If it were 
hoarded in banks it might be scattered to the 
winds; if it were builded into a marble monu- 
ment, this might crumble away, if it were all be- 
queathed to sons and their sons it might be dis- 
sipated by unwise investments. Entrusted to the 
College its service goes on and on from one gen- 
eration to another, in promoting the welfare of 
human souls—heirs, as we believe, of immortal 
life. Could there be a wiser form of memorial 
for our dear ones! 

The hour seems ripe for this appeal in behalf 
of a department in Swarthmore College for the 
training of teachers—largely in behalf of the 
young women who have thus far had only scant 
recognition of their needs for training. It is 
expected that in the coming year the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania will pass a law making College 
graduates who have had the required training 
for teaching, eligible to the advantages of the 
graduates of our State Normal Schools. This is 
one phase of the educational problem as it pre- 
sents itself to-day to this body of Friends.

AMERICA SHOULD LEAD FOR PEACE. 

To lead in the cause of peace no one of the 
great nations is so well circumstanced as the 
United States of America. We are remote in 
distance and separated by oceans from other na- 
tions, so that if one of them were to attack us 
it would be fighting at long range, and it is ob- 
vious that such fighting is most exhaustive and 
attended with the least probabilities of success. 
Of course, the same rule would obtain against us 
were we to undertake an aggressive war, but an 
aggressive war assumes no desire for peace. In 
a defensive war our location is a great defense. 
In the second place, our resources of men and ma- 
terial are such as to almost guarantee against any 
attack. Whatever advantage might enure to any 
1ation by reason of its larger armament would 
be only temporary in its nature and would soon 
be exhausted by the enormous resources of this 
country. In the third place, no nation is in such 
a financial condition. Our debt, compared with 


that of other great nations, is small, and if we had 
not been foolish enough to squander money in 
ironclads and army, we might now be a nation 
—JUSTICE DAVID J. BREWER. 


without a debt. 





ELIAS HICKS. 

[By Professor Courtney Kenney, Downing College, Cam- 
bridge, England; in The Christian Life (London).]} 

The sacred Comforter who by him stood 

Taught him this greatest truth—‘but ONE is good;’ 

Bade him proclaim it to its host of foes; 

And kept him tranquil when their tumult rose. 

Among the many earnest and devout men who 
have given themselves to the great work of teach- 
ing the Unity of God, an honored place belongs to 
Elias Hicks; though his name is less familiar to 
Englishmen than to Americans. He was an 
American; born—on March 19th, 1748—#in the 
State of New York, in Long Island, where he con- 
tinued to reside throughout his long life. 

Sprung from Quaker parents, he was trained 
by them in his earliest years to religious thought. 
When quite a little child, he became conscious of 
a Divine guidance within, directing him as to 
right and wrong. When about twenty, these im- 
pressions began to affect him with a sudden force, 
which led him to “enter into covenant with the 
God of his life,’”’ by forming a settled resolution 
to give himself up entirely to the directions of 
this heavenly vision. The spiritual happiness 
he thus attained, he soon became eager to win 
other men to; and when about twenty-seven he be- 
gan to preach. Before he was thirty he had be- 
come well known amongst American Quakers as 
a preacher. For though he was only a carpenter 
and small farmer, and had never received much 
education, he had both strong powers of intellect 
and also a great gift of speech. Hence he became 
not only a bold and fervent but also a pointed and 
convincing preacher. “In tones of silver but with 
words of fire’”—as one of his hearers describes it 
—he made striking practical appeals to the hearts 
and consciences of men. Sometimes he would 
hold an audience for two whole hours by an ad- 
dress. 

His personal character gave weight to his 
words. Such was his benevolence that when, dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, provisions became 
scarce and dear, he made it a rule to sell at half- 
price to all persons who came to buy from him 
that were in poverty. 

The Quakers were the earliest religious body 
te teach in America the injustice of slave-holding ; 
and Elias Hicks was among the first of them to 
arouse their Society to that conviction. After 
they had adopted a resolution prohibiting all 
Friends, under penalty of disownment, from own- 
ing slaves, he induced them to take the further 
step of requiring every Quaker who emancipated 
a slave to give him, in addition, some compensa- 
tion for the work he had done for his master in 
slavery after being grown up. 
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He was accustomed to say, “It takes a live fish 
to swim against the stream’; and his own per- 
sistent boldness in unpopular teachings showed 
how thoroughly alive he himself was. Once in 
Virginia a slaveholder, who had listened to one 
of his earnest sermons against slavery, left the 
meeting-house in a passion, declaring that “if ever 
that fellow ventures near my plantation I will 
blow his brains out.” The threat was repeated 
to Elias Hicks. He at once went out to the plan- 
tation and introduced himself to the angry slave- 
holder. A long argument ensued, but it ended 
in the Quaker’s being asked to repeat his visits. 
Six months later that master emancipated every 
slave on that plantation! 

For many years he travelled widely on preach- 
ing tours both in the United States and in Canada. 
In the last year of his life he travelled nearly four 
thousand miles on such journeys—a far more ex- 
hausting undertaking than in our days of luxuri- 
ous railroads. As a Quaker he, of course, re- 
ceived no compensation for preaching; and, in- 
deed, rejected even the usual defrayment of the 
expenses incurred by his journeys. He was con- 
tent to support himself by his farm. An earnestly 
conscientious man, he had great reverence for 
God; but very little for any self-appointed human 
authorities in religion. Hence in his later years 
he exerted himself, in his sermons, to confute the 
popular belief in a Trinity, and in the necessity 
of a vicarious Atonement—doctrines which care- 
ful reflection had led him to reject. “I have 
never,” he said, “been able to see how a cruel 
crucifixion of Jesus Christ by hard-hearted Jews 
could expiate my sins.” Like George Fox, he held 
that most of the Biblical references to “the blood 
of Christ’ mean the Lord’s life-blood, the vitaliz- 
ing power that he imparts. Reverting to the 
teaching of the early Friends, he insisted strong- 
ly upon the duty of taking as our highest guide 
the Voice of God which speaks within us all. 
Hence he came to protest strongly against the 
then current belief in the literal infallibility of 
the Bible, a belief which he compared to the Is- 
raelites’ idolatrous veneration of the brazen ser- 
pent. He used to say that he had gained clearer 
ideas of God and of Duty whilst silently follow- 
ing his plough, than from all the books he had 
ever read. 

Controversies thus arose around him, especially 
after the social opposition aroused against him 
by a sermon which he preached in 1819 against 
using any products grown by the forced labor of 
slaves. The discussions led, about 1827, to a sepa- 


ration of the Quakers of America into two nearly 
equal groups—the “Orthodox” Friends and the 
In the States of New York, 


“Hicksite” Friends. 
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Maryland and Pennsylvania, a majority (in Penn- 
sylvania quite two-thirds) of the Quakers declared 
themselves Hicksites. * * * In England the 
Quakers took warning from this unfortunate 
schism, and avoided any such separation; an 
avoidance rendered easier by the fact that on this 
side of the Atlantic their heterodox members were 
comparatively few. 

In spite of the bitter opposition which Elias’ 
outspoken heresies aroused, even his opponents 
admitted and admired his high personal char- 
acter. His life was one of rigid consistency. 
Thus, when, during the Revolutionary War, the 
soldiery broke down a fence near his house, and 
thereby opened out a conveniently short way to 
the neighboring town, he persistently refused 
ever to avail himself of this new path, lest he 
should derive even the smallest and most indirect 
advantage from any military operations. Not 
less thorough than his abhorrence of War was his 
abhorrence of Slavery. He would eat no slave- 
grown sugar, and wear no slave-grown cloth. 
On the very last day of his life, when he lay 
speechless from paralysis, his friends brought a 
thick coverlet to lay over his head, as the room 
was cold. He saw that it was made of cotton, 
and so must have been grown by slave labor; and 
accordingly made signs to those about him to take 
it away. One of them asked, “Dost thou dislike 
it because of its being made of cotton?” Though 
unable to speak, he bowed his head in assent. A 
coverlet made of wool was then brought, and the 
old man became at ease. 

In his countenance and bearing there was a 
remarkable combination of gentleness with dig- 
nity, such as revealed the mingled benevolence 
and solemnity that habitually characterized him. 
His constant aim, wherever he went, was to pro- 
mote holiness and practical righteousness. “True 
Christianity,” he said, “is nothing else than a 
complete surrender of our own wills until Christ’s 
gentleness and self-denial so reign in us as to be- 
come our own real life and render us ‘partakers 
of the Divine nature,’ so that we know within our 
own souls the life of God.”’ And again he says, 
“the only sure foundation of real Christianity, 
the only true teacher of the things of God under 
the gospel of Christ, is the Light within, the im- 
mediate revelation of God in man’s soul, the 
Transforming Spirit.” Hence he dissuaded his 
hearers from a reliance on Biblical infallibility or 
on physical miracles. And he denounced “the 
emptiness of formal and ceremonial religion”; 
(though strangely failing to see that the Quaker 
asceticisms and peculiarities on which he con- 
stantly laid stress were themselves a ceremonial 
formalism). In noble words he cried: “God has 
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placed within every soul a witness of Himself to 
be its light and its leader. Keep close to this; 
and you will keep close to God and be led on in 
righteousness. When you are under that Rock 
of Refuge all the jarrings in the world cannot 
jar you.” His constant prayer was that he might 
be “preserved in the plain path.” That prayer 
was so closely fulfilled in his life that the impres- 
sion produced by his character rendered him, for 
many years before his death, the most influential 
of American Quakers. 

To the end he always preserved a rigid sim- 
plicity of life; being, for instance, unlike most 
Americans of his time, a firm opponent of the 
use of tobacco. So attached was he to simple 
ways, that on finding that a cushion had been 
laid along his bench in the New York meeting 
house, he turned back the end of it, that he might 
sit as usual on the hard bare wood. His habits 
secured him a vigorous old age. At sixty-six 
he wielded the scythe with nearly as much per- 
sistence as in his youth; and after he had reached 
eighty, he was sometimes out of doors and busy 
on his farm before five o’clock in the morning. 
Accordingly, even when an octogenarian, he was 
still able. to continue his preaching tours. 

At last a stroke of paralysis, which ultimately 
proved fatal, seized him whilst writing a letter 
of advice to an acquaintance, in which he re- 
minded him that “The perfect law of God, written 
in the heart of every rational creature, is an in- 
vard Light by which we overcome the world.” 

He died in Long Island on February 27th, 1830, 
a few days before completing his eighty-second 
year. He and his wife had enjoyed fifty-eight 
years of married happiness; and had seen ten 
children of theirs grow up to maturity. 

The great principle on which Elias Hicks in- 
sisted was the necessity of a constant remem- 
brance of God’s readiness to manifest Himself in 
the souls of His children, and thus to guide them 
into truth, if listened to by them in stillness. 
Hence the followers of this good man cherished 
in themselves a reverent watchfulness for all in- 
timations of a Divine Presence in the heart, and 
a silent prostration of spirit before it. 

There are said to be now in America upwards 
of twenty thousand Hicksite Quakers. Some 
noble characters have appeared amongst them; as 
for instance Isaac Hopper, whose long career of 
philanthropic endeavors, for the protection of the 
negro and (in his latter years) the reclamation 
of criminals, is beautifully commemorated by 
Theodore Parker in his “Sermon of Old Age.” 
But the failure of the denomination to exercise 
any wide influence upon the public mind of Amer- 














ica is a striking proof of the unwisdom of Quak- 
ers in contemning intellectual culture and in re- 
pudiating a trained ministry. And it but repeats, 
on the large scale, the individual inadequacy of 
Elias Hicks himself. Great as were his powers 
of mind and his oratorical gifts, they exercised 
no influence beyond the limits of his own sect and 
his own life. Had he been “enriched with the 
spoils of time” by a culture such as that which 
enabled Channing and Phillips Brooks to arrest 
the attention of the world at large, his writings 
might even now be helping to shape the religion 
of mankind. 


SPEAKING THE PLAIN LANGUAGE 
IN MEETING. 

[Remarks (in substance) by Wilfred Lay in the meet- 
ing at Flushing, Long Island, N. Y., Tenth month 3rd, 
1909.] 

The very natural reluctance or diffidence ex- 
perienced by some persons in speaking in meet- 
ing may be due to the apprehension that the 
thoughts expressed may not be doctrinally cor- 
rect; but they should be reassured by the consid- 
eration that, as Friends, we have no merely verbal 
doctrines consistency with which is necessary to 
acceptability of vocal service. Or it may be due 
to the fear that the thoughts uttered may not be 
found valuable to other persons. In this, one 
should be reassured by the thought that he can 
never be the judge of such values, and that it is 
enough if a single individual welcomes his words. 
Or it may be due to the fear that the thoughts 
he expresses may be taken as critical or even cen- 
sorious. I believe, however, that words of re- 
proof have a certain value even if they are acri- 
monious or unjust. For if we are verbally at- 
tacked even by our enemies, some of the words 
they speak may be true and the others will be 
false. The true words, if any, we should be thank- 
ful for and act upon them for our own better- 
ment. The false words are our only comfort, 
in a certain sense, because in them we see our 
enemy’s error. 

We may think that reading the words of an- 
other, particularly those of a well-known writer, 
or of the Bible, is better than our own arrange- 
ment of the thoughts that come to us. Reading 
the Bible and the words of another has been the 
ritual of worship in most churches. But I for one, 
who have heard religious songs sung and the 
Bible read every school day in the “assembly” of 
a large city public school, know how little atten- 
tion is paid to the meaning of any one of those 
words read or sung for ten minutes each day. 
So that if I read from a book I should be doing 
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something like performing a ritual in which the 
form is more conspicuous than the matter, the 
words getting more attention than the thoughts 
that are the life of the words. If I speak stum- 
blingly, I get more attention to the thoughts than 
if I read fluently. 

A natural and reasonable impediment in the 
way of vocal service lies too in the belief that no 
words at all are necessary; but while the neces- 
sity to hear words is not felt by everybody or at 
all times, the necessity to speak is felt sometimes 
by every truly religious thinker. 

The thought that seems most necessary to ex- 
press this morning is the concern I feel for the rec- 
ognition of the plain language as something broad- 
er and more inclusive than the use of the second 
person singular pronouns thee and thy. If I rea- 
son rightly this Friendly mannerism was one of 
the results of the democratic principles of the early 
Friends, parallel with the refusal to lift the hat 
or bow the knee to other men. By a curious twist 
of language, called by academic scholars a figure 
of speech or a rhetorical figure, the plural num- 
ber was used in Fox’s time in speaking to one 
person as if he would be complimented in being 
called two persons rather than one—a purely 
empty flattery. George Fox objected to the fal- 
sity of calling one person two, among other fal- 
sities that he testified against. But we have fol- 
lowed him, in our language in only one of these 
directions. The use of thee and thy is not all there 
is to the plain language. In the use of these 
words we have preserved only one and, aside from 
its hallowed associations, only a very unimportant 
one of the workings out of the democratic prin- 
ciples of the early Friends. There is much more. 
The wearing of grey garments, the keeping on of 
hats and many other customs that grew out of 
the simplicity of life of our forefathers are other 
unimportant details, but the simplicity principle 
remains. Simplicity urges us not to be elaborate 
in our meals, our clothes and the decorations of 
our homes. It requires us to speak to the point 
and soberly. It requires us to be sure of what 
we think and to do our best to make ourselves 
fully understood by others. 

Plain Language in the larger sense should be 
absolutely artless. It should say what it means 
and in meetings for worship particularly it should 
as far as possible avoid the use of any figures 
of speech. I could speak with the greatest con- 
cern about the misleading nature of many figures 
of speech particularly in religious language. I be- 
lieve there are a number of theological controver- 
sies that could be settled if the disputants could 
unite in recognizing rhetorical figures and in 
using the Plain Language in this new way. 











When art is applied to language there may be 


two results. The first is that we get poetical 
prose and it is but a short step from that to 
rhythmical poetry, and from that to music pure 
and simple. We do not feel that hymns are needed 
in our meeting house because of the tendency of 
the human attention to be diverted from the 
thoughts themselves, which should lead to actions, 
te the beauty of the form in which those thoughts 
are expressed. The second result of being art- 
ful in language is oratory. There is inevitably a 
bad sense in the word “oratory” as there is in 
“rhetoric.” We speak of a showy style in writ- 
ing as rhetorical and from the word oration there 
has been coined the word “orate.” We cannot 
better express our low estimate of a_ shallow 
speaker’s flowery language than by saying that 
he is “orating.” This bad sense of these terms 
is natural, considering the history of public speak- 
ing, in which it is clear that the orator’s aim is 
to persuade and sometimes it has been to persuade 
people to do what is really turning their faces 
away from the inner light. 

Plain Language with all ornaments taken away 
will be very brief. The fundamental truths, the 
eternal verities are very simple indeed. 

When we have listened to a speaker for forty- 
five minutes or an hour, we carry away with us 
very few words that will remain with us. The 
greater part of the words with which the speak- 
er’s ideas have been expressed will not be remem- 
bered, and most of the thoughts will be forgotten 
even before the excitement with which we listened 
to them has passed away. 

The plainest kind of Plain Language is not, 
however, words but acts. There is a very clear 
illustration of two common and frequently used 
words being more act than words. When we say 
“thank you,” we do our duty in recognizing the 
action of the other person. If we do not perform 
this act of saying “Thank you,” we forever lose 
the chance of doing the right thing at that time. 
In such a case the actual value of the phrase as a 
thing done is a thousand times greater than the 
word value. On the other hand, in poetry there 
are words with an irresistible charm as words and 
sounds, but with no act value, nor any intended. 
Often I am ashamed when I think of the plain 
words like “thank you” that I have left unspoken; 
but I never shall feel any regret that I haven’t 
left behind me words like Tennyson’s “jewels five 
words long that on the stretched forefinger of 
all time sparkle forever.” The plain words that 
are all deed, the direct answers that I didn’t give, 
the word of welcome that I did not extend, all 
these being examples of the Plain Language—that 
is all the more virile for its plainness, the stronger 
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for its freedom from ornament—if I don’t use 
that kind every day of my life I shall not have 
done my best. 

Plain Language will, in its fullest and broadest 
development, be about plain things. Shall only 
so-called religious topics be touched upon in speak- 
ing in meeting? Are there some topics too ir- 
religious to be mentioned in meeting? This divis- 
ion of things into religious and secular, is like 
putting religious thoughts into one day of the 
week and excluding them from other days; and 
it is a purely ecclesiastical separation. I believe 
that there is nothing that cannot be approached 
in a truly religious manner. Everything ought 
to be. The handling of every-day realities in a 
religious manner is what is being done to-day by 
the organizations that have sprung up outside of 
the churches. There is no body of people where 
such activities should find a more congenial home 
than in the Society of Friends. 


YEARLY MEETING PAPERS. 

Several of our yearly meetings [evangelical] 
are publishing papers devoted especially to their 
particular interests. North Carolina, Baltimore, 
Ohio, lowa, Nebraska, California and Canada are 
issuing such papers. We are glad to know that 
Kansas Friends are now contemplating a similar 
work. Concerning this venture, the University 
Life says: 

For three or more years the Educational Asso- 
ciation of Kansas Yearly Meeting, composed of 
the faculties and directors of the university and 
six academies, have been considering the issuing 
of a paper that would be devoted to the various 
educational interests of the yearly meeting. Many 
things have interfered with the starting of the 
project, until this year upon the organization of 
the Pastor’s Alliance the paper took new life and 
now the two organizations uniting have perfected 
plans for the first issue about December Ist. 

It is to be known as the Central Friend because 
of its being issued so near the geographical center 
of the United States. It will not only seek to give 
information concerning the educational work of 
the yearly meeting, but will report the news from 
all of the many branches of work in which Friends 
are engaged. The paper will be issued monthly, 
will be about the size of the University Life and 
will be printed by the Friends’ University Press. 

The editors propose to make the paper both 
newsy and instructive. A correspondent has been 
selected in each of the sixteen quarterly meetings 
who will report all the news that they can gather. 
Besides these there are persons in charge of the 
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several departments, such as the Missionary, 
Christian Endeavor and Church Extension. The 
price has been placed within the reach of all, fifty 
cents. 

The editorial staff is composed of President 
Stanley, editor-in-chief; L. Clarkson Hinshaw, 
assistant editor; Prof. Stranahan, managing 
editor, and Henry C. Fellows, manager.

WHAT THE ALUMNI ARE DOING FOR THE 

TEACHER TRAINING DEPARTMENT. 

[The following letter is directed to all graduates and 
ex-students of the college:] 

Fellow Swarthmoreans:—We have presented 
to you the need of an up-to-date Teachers’ Train- 
ing Department at Swarthmore. There is no call 
to repeat all the arguments. One-fifth of the 
graduates teach; they cannot compete in their 
own field unless they are trained according to 
modern standards. If the College sent out more 
school-superintendents, school-officers and school- 
teachers, her influence would be greatly extended 
and desirable students would be directed to her 
doors. We have said this before. 

But consider the situation. The heavily en- 
dowed universities are the big-draft horses, to 
use President Remsen’s expression. To pull its 
load, Swarthmore needs endowment. The author- 
ities know this: they are raising $375,000 so as 
to secure the $125,000 promised them by the Gen- 
eral Education Board. The managers have prom- 
ised to duplicate every dollar given by the alumni 
and other friends of the college toward a Teach- 
ers’ Department. This committee aims to get at 
least $7,500 as our share of the $70,000 thought 
necessary. 

Since our appeal one year ago, the alumni and 
ex-students have sent us $2,250.00. The show- 
ing is good, but it is by no means all the old stu- 
dents can do. Observe that if I contribute now 
$10, I am giving in reality $20, and if the Edu- 
cation Board gift is secured I am giving $23.33, 
and so in proportion. What is given adds per- 


manently to the pulling power of the institution ; 
your funds will be invested for all time. 
Have you and your class done what you can? 
The occasion is important, the need pressing, 
the opportunity exceptional.

WORK FOR FRIENDS’ PRINCIPLES. 
[For comment, see Editorial page. ] 

“Our ministers do not live on air! They have 
like the Apostle, lived by their labor and indus- 
try; and like him have been willing to spend and 
he spent for the love of Christ, and the salvation 
of souls. They have demonstrated to the world, 
as the Apostle did to the primitive church, that 
all the arguments in favor of a mercenary priest- 
hood have no foundation in reason, or the nature 
of things.* 

The call for contributions for the purpose of 
advancing Friends’ principles, has led to serious 
thought regarding the need for giving money for 
advancing Friends’ principles. What is money 
needed for, and how will its use advance Friends’ 
principles? These are the questions which have, 
like Banquo’s ghost, refused to down at my bid- 
ding; and the consideration of the principles in- 
volved has led to a conviction that the collection 
of large funds for extraordinary purposes may 
result in sweeping away some of the most im- 
portant of the principles taught and cherished 
by Friends for generations. 

We are living in an era of co-operation and 
organization; we find, as you truly say in your 
editorial of Twelfth month 18th, that the time 
has come, when great results come more from or- 
ganized effort than from individual effort. The 
splendid work done by the Young Friends’ Asso- 
ciations shows that a compact organization acting 
in harmony with individual work can render it 
many times as effective as it would otherwise be. 
But is the collection of funds for such purpose a 
necessity? Are Friends’ principles really to be 
advanced by paying any individual for his whole 
time, and relying on him to speak at any given 
time and place, and giving him precedence and 
the right to speak before all others? Such work

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must in its very nature be intellectual, and 
Friends are suffering just now from the effect of 
an undue exaltation of the intellect. Better a few 
words, spoken without any of the arts of the 
schools, but with deep feeling and in response to 
a conviction of the need of the meeting, than 
much discourse, every word of which is spoken 
with regard to its power to please, and loose purse 
strings. 

Not all paid ministers are mercenary! But the 
penalties inflicted on fearless speech, and an anal- 
ysis of the evils of the times, makes it almost 
hopeless to look to any paid minister, to become 
an effective instrument to advance Friends’ prin- 
ciples. For Friends are exhorted to tenderness 
and mercy by every tradition of their past his- 
tory, and we are living in an age when human 
life is coined into dividends with a reckless dis- 
regard of life and happiness. The jails of Amer- 
ica and England are filled in certain cities with 
those who have dared to claim the right to free 
speech and a voice in making the laws; will any 
paid minister dare to do to-day what George Fox 
and Margaret Fell did in the time of Cromwell? 
What recompense did the Friends of that time 
receive for the years they passed in prison? Let 
the voice of Mary Dyer, who was hanged in 
Massachusetts for insisting on her right to a free 
ministry there speak for them all. They were 
willing to suffer all that men could inflict, that the 
peace and joy of conscious unity with God might 
be theirs. 

The work needed to-day for the advancement 
of Friends’ principles is a work of social revival 
and the cultivation of fraternal bonds. The bar- 
riers which separate rich and poor should be 
lightly brushed aside, at least inside of the So- 
ciety of Friends; and though in the nature of 
business as it is done to-day, some of our mem- 
bers have culture, and unlimited leisure, and all 
that money can buy is freely poured into their 
laps; while others must work long hours to the 
point of exhaustion for a bare subsistence, and 
others can find no work to do; still the ideals and 
hopes we cherish in common; the holding of a 
common faith handed down from ancestors, who 
were ready to suffer that the world might grow 
better, should be a bond too strong for any con- 
dition of wealth or poverty to loose or to break.

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The lives and deeds of Essex men 
and women, he writes, “speak to us 
from many an ancient monument; 
from castle keeps and grey old 
churches, from manor halls and moat- 
ed farms, even from the very earth 
with which their dust is mingled.” 

F. S. Eden’s “School History of 
Durham” traces the history of the 
county from days when Briton and 
Engle strove for mastery of the region 
between Humber and Tweed. To-day, 
says the author, English folk “are 
seeking how they may reconstruct the 
old system of rights and duties and 
mutual charity as an offset to the 
wearisome gospel of competition.” 

“Leeds and its Neighborhood,” by 
A. C. Price, is an able and interesting 
volume in the same series. These 
county histories for English schools 
might well be emulated here in our 
American communities. (The Oxford 
Press.) 

“A Short History of English Agri- 
culture,” by W. H. R. Curtler, is good 
reading for all who wish to know how 
our forefathers and cousins in Eng- 
land practiced the ancient arts of 
farming and grazing. Among suc- 
cessful farmers of note was Coke of 
Holkham, who transformed a _ bleak 
region into a fertile one by wise farm- 
ing. 

“It is a very significant fact that 
there was not an ale-house on the es- 
tate, and in connection with this, and 
with the fact that his improvements 
made a constant demand for labor, we 
are not surprised to learn that the 
workhouse was pulled down as use- 
less, for it was always empty, and 
this at a time when the working-classes 
of England were pauperized to an 
alarming degree.” 

The story of English cattle is told 
with striking interest. We have al- 
ways wanted to know the origin of the 
fine breeds familiar to us on any good 
farm. 

“According to Thorold Rogers, the 
cattle of the Middle Ages were small 
rough animals like the mountain 
breeds of to-day, and at the end of the 
sixteenth century we have seen they 
had large horns, were low and heavy, 
and for the most part black. The 
great variety of cattle in Great Bri- 
tain may be due to their being the 
descendants of several species, or to 
difference of climate and soil, or to 
spontaneous variation, but the chief 
cause is the diligent selection of 
breeders.

BOOK NOTES. 
Thos. Hobbes is said to have stirred 


English thought to a degree not sur- 
passed until Darwin wrote. His 
“Leviathan” profoundly influenced 


men’s ideas for generations; even so 
recent an author as Huxley acknowl- 
edged his debt to the book for its 
teaching him his own clear and vigor- 
ous style of writing. John 
Green considered Hobbes the earliest 
writer in England who dealt with the 
science of government from the ground 
of reason rather than tradition. The

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BOOK NOTES. BY LAKE AND SEASHORE. FRANK PETTIT 


THE POESIES DIVERSES OF ANTOINE 
FURETIERE. A partial Reprint from 
the Edition of 1664, edited with Intro- 
duction, Notes and Glossary by Isa- 
belle Bronk, Profesor in Swarthmore 
College. Baltimore, J. H. Furst & Co., 
1908. 

Professor Bronk, of Swarthmore 
College, has devoted several years of 
study and travel to the life and works 
of Antoine Furetiére, a prominent lit- 
erary figure of the Age of Louis XIV. 
The great event in Furetiére’s life 
was his expulsion from the French 
Academy on the charge, largely un- 
founded, that he had appropriated for 
a book of his own the materials which 
had been gathered for the famous 
Academy Dictionary. Prof. Bronk 
has gone directly to the documents and 
is able to retell, in a careful and im- 
partial way, the incidents of this cele- 
brated dispute. 

Besides the biographical study, 
there is a reprint of what seemed 
worth preserving of Furetiére’s Mis- 
cellaneous Poems, editions of which 
have become rare. The whole work 
is an important contribution to the 
literary history of the seventeenth cen- 
tury in France, and will be welcomed 
by all who are interested in the classic 
period of French letters. 


Fourteen of the plays formerly 
ascribed to Shakespeare have been is- 
sued as “The Shakespeare Apocry- 
pha” (The Oxford Press). The book 
furnishes a mass of more or less po- 
etical, quaint, or humorous, reading 
for those who delight in our older 
drama, and is interesting as giving 
the chief of the many plays once 
ascribed to the master-dramatist but 
now recognized as showing his hand 
only in certain passages if at all. 


The ideal wife and mother is por- 
trayed by Lyman Abbott’s strong pen 
in “The Home Builder,” from girl- 
hood to venerable age. In its con- 
tent it has been likened to the last 
chapter of Proverbs. (Houghton, 
Miffin & Co., 75 cents.) 


The world-old story of Virgil’s 
Aeneid has been told in simple and en- 
gaging prose, by Prof. A. J. Church, 
in “The Aeneid for Boys and Girls,” 
covering the 12 books of the epic—a 
capital introduction to Virgil’s heroes 
and to the future study of his sonor- 
ous Latin.

BOOK NOTES. 
Lord Macaulay’s' nephew, Sir 
George Trevelyan, is a worthy suc- 
cessor in historic writing. The third 
volume of his “History of the Ameri- 
can Revolution,” covers the period 
which was the turning-point of the 
great controversy. It relates Bur- 
goyne’s Saratoga campaign; the in- 
vasion of Pennsylvania by Sir Wil- 
liam Howe; his victories at Brandy- 
wine and Germantown; and the occu- 
pation of the capital of the Republic 
by the British army; the sufferings 
of the American camp at Valley 
Forge; the retreat of the Royal army 
from Philadelphia, and the final 
abandonment by King George of any 
serious attempt to recover the North- 
ern and Central States of the Union. 

Pennsylvanians will especially en- 
joy the pages that deal with Valley 
Forge, Germantown and the Battle of 
Brandywine. Trevelyan is an Eng- 
lishman without prejudice, who nar- 
rates the American story with sym- 
pathy. His allusions to the Friends 
are kindly, as where he tells how 
“Washington’s tranquil and upright 
mind harboured a genuine sympathy 
with the pure motives, the inflexible 
consciences of the Quakers.” It is 
interesting to find him quoting from 
our Quaker historian, Isaac Sharp- 
less, of Haverford. (Longmans, Green 
& Co.)

BOOK NOTES. 

“Stained Glass Tours in France,” 
by Charles Hitchcock Sherrill. (John 
Lane Co.) 

This attractive volume will be ap- 
ppreciated not only by the average 
reader of esthetic tastes, but it will 
appeal especially to that class of 
travelers—a class rapidly growing 
more numerous—who are coming to 
study seriously these noble monu- 
ments of the faith of the Middle Ages, 
the cathedrals of Western Europe. 

The “storied windows, richly dight, 
casting a dim religious light,” are one 
of the most beautiful features of these 
wonderful structures, and it is well 
recognized that the oldest and richest 
of cathedral glass is to be found in 
Northern France, where we find, in- 
deed, the highest architectural devel- 
opment of these mighty Gothic piles. 

The author takes us on a series of 
tours through this region each graphi- 
cally illustrated by an outline map, 
and each so arranged as to include the 
best specimens of the cathedral glass 
of the different centuries, from the 
thirteenth to the sixteenth. 

The work is fairly well illustrated; 
but, as said by the author, “No pho- 
tograph can even hint at the wealth of 
deep warm color that fills these win- 
dows.”

“Heart and Voice, a Collection of 
Songs and Services for the Sunday- 
school and the Home,” by Rev. Charles 
W. Wendte; George H. Ellis Co., pub- 
lishers, Boston. 

This book of songs will be found 
very helpful to Firt-day schools and 
Friends’ Associations where singing is 
being introduced. Mr. Wendte has 
brought together the best of the old 
and new hymns and music familiar to 
American Sunday-schools and also 
has added many songs which have 
long been in use in Europe in the 
German, English and Dutch schools.

In the May number of The Open 
Court (Chicago), Dr. Paul Carus in 
his important serial article, “Chris- 
tianity as the Pleroma,” treats of the 
relation of pagan religions and civili- 
zations to the evolution of Christian- 
ity.
